A movement for the establishment 
of a great university at Washington 
for advanced work was definitely 
started last Wednesday when the Na- 
tional Association of State Universi- 
ties endorsed the project. 

A bill, now being drawn up by 
President B. J. James, of the Tnl- 
verslty of Illinois, will he presented 
at the next regular session of Con- 
gress. This bill will be designed to 
carry an Initial appropriation of 
$»00,000 which will he under the 
control of a National Hoard appoint- 
ed by the President of the United 
States.

YOUNG CANADA. 

To the Editor: 

Sir. — I am very pleased to ceo that 
evidently the opinions I expressed In 
my letter "Young Canada," have mut 
with unlversul approval, and are there- 
fore unfortunately only too true. I 
surmise this much to be the case, since 
no one has contradicted anything I 
said, but on the contrary has approved, 
and therefore may I hope will en- 
deavor to form a somewhat more 
holgtn-nlng type of thought and Intel- 
lect. The only thing which cuuses me 
a little surprise is that no keen spokes- 
man saw fit to defend his citadel, 
which t heireforo emboldens me to once 
more attack — but this time the very 
life and thought of Young Canada. 
There Is much which strlkeB an out- 
sider when ho watches closely the at- 
titude of players and onlookers during 
a Canadian game of football — and It 
Is these things which I wish to point 
out as faults — regarded no doubt as 
the reverse simply owing to habit. A 
very evident feature Is Hie great lack 

of understanding of the words "sport" 

and "sportsman" when applied to 
"footer." and this seems to mo to be 
impossible to alter so long as the game 
1» played upon Its present lines. Con- 
sider what the word s|M>rt or sports- 
man means. I Interpret thai sport 
means a pastime, which has the es- 
sence of a game, and then-fore the 
complete distraction of the mind, from 
all things worldly- -such as gain by 
talr or foul means, and that sportsman 
implies a man who partakes of the 
pleasures of tills game, and appreciates 
It. whether actively or passively as a 
game, and of course only desires that 
the true elements of s-port should en- 
ter — and further that he carries these 

Ideas and principles into his every-day 

life. Now can It honestly be said that 
the Canadian game of football Is car- 
ried out on these lines. I unhesltA- j 
I tlngly say that It partakes of a very' 
I unfair and unsportsmanlike aspect and 
I lor ;i very simple reason — In that when I 
i a player is Injured In such a manner I 
as to Incapacitate him for the time 
. being — he is replaced by a fresh ami 
whole man. who has been In readiness 
all tin' time, and standing by ready I 
to join the fray. To ine. It seems the 
aboslute negation of sport to replace 
an Injured man by a fresh viglrous 
unit- simply because the fortunes of 
war have been unfavorable to one of 
tile parties. Supposing the opposing 
' team to play to the end w ithout any 
man Injured— and therefore not to 
benefit by new life Implanted In It— 
.and supposing your "mes chers cit- 
oyens" to have three men In- 
jured and these thiii- replaced 
by the stored-up \ Igor of the 
•awaiting gladiators — does thle 
seem just? does It strike you as play- 
ing the name'.' does It not seem to 
you, as il does to me, thai even If you ; 
win, you have cast the laurels of glory 
from your brows, for you win by an 
Unfair advantage— when you might 
have lost nobly by according the ele- 
ments of chance, with good grace, to 
your opponets. 1 pointed this out to 
some of my young Canadian friends 
and what was my surprise when I was 
told that if Injured men were not re- 
placed tlie great probabilities are that 
the more protected and lucky team 
would endeavor lo injure us many 
men as possible so as to secure tile 
Upper hand. With the best will In the 

wi rid i cannot imagine smh a theory 

as this to possibly contain an atom of 
truth. I cunnol bring myself to such 
a level as to suppose that even my 
unlntellectunl friends should have sunk 
to such a level of ant I -sport as to make 
so unfair and brutal an Idea feas- 
ible, In Europe a man Injured on ihe 
football field Is rare, but if he has 
to leave the Held then it remains for 
ihe teams to play, with greater vigor, 
greater dash, a- l with more spirit, 
one man short, * l'( member seeing an 
international match in franco when 

two Scotchmen were laid Out, How 
Had I am M hi- able to say that they 

were not replaced and Scotland won! 
Am 1 wrong when 1 begin lo doubt if 
ihe true Bplrll of chivalry exists on 
ihe football field? what am I to say 
when I see so degrading a spectacle 

as a man ordered off the field for 
rough play — ami that on a "college 
campus?" I do not think my memory 
plays me false when I Mate thai 1 
saw three men ordered off for rough 
play during a match here, and further 
two .if these heroes wished to exchange 
blows as a further proof their self 
esteem when executing the Judgment 
against them. I have seen such a thing 
j in Ihe Old Country In some country 
village or amongst very rough ignor- 
ant men! I remember once during a 

BOCCer match, » man being ordered off 
for rough play -but poor fellow, I could 

1 excuse him a little, seeing he had past 
Bed his life upon the brick fields, and 
could hardly be expected to know much 

,0!' Bport. However, his comrades 
showed no sympathy, but jeered and

a noble game. I regret some of young 
Canada's sportsmen cannot take an

sportsmen and men. I was unpleasant - 
lj surprised to see the "rough player" 
pnlted gently on the back and con- 
doled with as bring an dbjeel worthy 
or consolation, rather than of disgust 
for having degraded his fellows and 
University.

Sir,— With pleasant memories still 
lingering In my mind of visits to some 
of the eastern universities across the 
line us well as to a few In Ontario, I 
desire to pen a few worts by way of 
recommendation to the present gradu- 
ating years, or to uny other student 
organization or a combination thereof 
at McOIll, that could seek ways and 
means of carrying nut the plans, or a 
modification of them as herein set 
forth. 

Some of my renders may say that I 
have effectively caught on to the "Gil- 
bert I'arkeirtan Art contagion." Well, 
let that be so. It makes little differ- 
ence If one lu a public forum proves 
oneself to be ail aesthete, wish-ad of 
cajoling oneself into being considered 

as an apostle of the "practlcals" or 
of the "materialists." 

It may be advisable (!) to judge my 
remarks sympatllQtlca.lly, whether I 
lean loo much on the ideals of a Ras- 
kin or a Morris, and too little on the 
fundamental conception-) of a "Vic- 
toria Bridge" Stephenson. 

Without underrating the necessity of 
the material expansion of tho univer- 
sity, and without minimizing the stern 
dictate for a further extension of aca- 
demic, activities or "mental gymnas- 
tics," I wish to suggest that there H 
also a. crying need for more hcainltlra- 
Uon at our university. True, the archi- 
tecture of our buildings are by those 
who know, deemed to ls> worth v of 
their daughters. True, the stately 
Keilpath Museum, the welcoming Hed- 
path Library, th» physically well pro- 
portioned Physics and Chemlxtry' 
Mulldlngs, the efficient Mocdonald En- 
gineering Itulldlng, the severe and 
serious Medical lluildlng, the Kturdi- 
ness of the L'nlon, the sincere fsrvrenlty 
Of the Victoria College, and the re- 
Sfiectable venemhlcncsa— with a touch 
of gray— of the Aria anil Law Mulld- 
lngs, all help to give a solidity and a 
permanence to college surroundings in 
a most unlijue way. It gives one a 
feeling that thé "mustard seed," plant- 
ed by James McOIll will by n. sort of 
rotation of crops be lasting perpetual 
and progressive In Its growth. T am 
peace-loving enough not to quarrel 
with any person who will advocate to 
m» the foregoing as McGIII's splendid 
contribution towards the "things that 
count," and towards the "aesthetic and 

artistic joys of visual observation." 

am satisfied ns to that. 

There Is, however, an Opportunity 
now for a lanilscnpc architect to en- 
dear himself to the hearts of McOIll 
alumni by drawing up plans for the 
location of a few monuments, us at 
Yale; a hall of fame, as at New York 
State University; a triumphal gate, 
Ofl at Harvard or Toronto; or some- 
thing akin to the Hyde Park Arch or 
the Arc de l'Etoile! 

Hounds big! Talks tjulto hopeful! 
These are all possibilities, costly no 
doubt, but which the University can- 
not afford to overlook. Graduates de- 
siring to leave a worthy memorial 
might think collectively about these 
suggestions. Few persons would not 
welcome a "jjato beautiful" at the 



the time extremely funny. 

The play, which is an adaptation 
from the French farce "Le Zebre," Is 
redolent of Gallic atmosphere through- 
out. That this atmosphere I» laden 
with the spices of Parisian cafe life 
la quite evident to the olfactory or- 
gans of the audience; but Its den- 
sity never approaches the point of sat- 
uration, \u\ to quote Rudyard, becomes 
"tt bit whiffy." In other words, it is 
clever sparkling farce, with emphasis 
placed on the humor of situations 
rather than on any features of more or 
less questionable nature. 

The story' In brief Is this; Two 
temperamental Frenchmen residing In 
the country with charming wives, find 
ilfo a shade monotonous, and period- 
ically, on one excuse or another, take 
a flying trip to I'nri.s to live again the 
life of their bachelor days. 

On tho occasion of their visit re- 
corded In "The Glad Eye," their ex- 
cuse is the ascent of an aeronaut, with 
whom they claim an intimate frloiid- 
Billp. They apparently persuade their 
wives Of the veracity of their excuses 
anil leave for Paris with the avowed 
Intention of ascending with the count. 

Unfortunately the Count's balloon Is 



carried astray In a storm; the ad- 
venturers return ho and find thein- 

selves called upon for explanations, Of 
course these are forthcoming In num- 
ber and variety so diverse as to bo 
overwhelming. At length the culprits 
nre driven to confess and are forgiven. 

The tuning of those responsible lor 
the play's presentation last evening 
Is on the whole worthy of great praise. 
At times there were weaknesses, and 
possibly a certain stiffness and lack 
of s|K>nianeity, but such faults were 
to be found only In tho minor roles. 
In the leading roles Miss Mary Mar- 
lowe, an Australian actress, who comes 
to us via England — stands foremost 
on the merits of her work. She wears 
both her gowns ami her roles with 
Charming ease and grace. To her, In 
the second act. falls the only piece of 
acting of antl-farclcal nature that the 
piny affords, and she was as con- 
vincing In this as In the lighter mo- 
ments. 

The erring husbands were well por- 
trayed by Douglas Clreot and Ercd 
Meuds, while the over trusting wile of 
the faithless Maurice, found an tiblo 
exponent in Miss Walsh-Hall. 

lilki, the stellar role of the play, is 
entrusted to the charge of Katie Yates, 
and she bears well the trust. 

"The Glad Eye" is a farce of much 
more than usunl merit. To compare 
it with the latest farcical production 
we have liud among us — we refer to 
"The Ghost Breaker"— we would say 
it was eminently -superior, both In the 
quantity and quality of fun provided.

President llutchlns returned' yes- 
terday from New York, where lie, 
with seven other university presi- 
dents, held a conference with Oenernl 
Wood to discuss training camps for 
students this stimmer, II was deter- 
mined that at least four camps of in- 
struction should be held: one In New 
Kiigtand, a second in the middle 
wis!, probably in Michigan, a third 
in the smith, probably in Virginia, 
ami a fourth on the Pacific coast. The 
great success of the two experimental 
camps of last summer seemed to jus- 
tify the extension of the work. 

At the time of General Wood's 
coming, literature descriptive of the 
movement, will be distributed among 
the students, and ample opportunity 
given for learning, In detail. In re- 
gard to the benefits that a residence 
at one of the camps will afford. 
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THE NEWEST PROBLEM 

It has not yet been frequently charged that McGuTs societies 
lire of too similar a nature. But clashes are much more frequent 
' how than two years ago. The Daily correspondence columns of last 
week sufficiently attest the fact. And with time the problem will 
become acute. 

Perhaps a solution can be found in the adaptation to our Alma 
Mater of the system of the Royal Society of Canada, where papers 
bave been first read that afterward became famous throughout Can- 
ada. 

The Royal Society is a kind of headquarters of learning 
throughout Canada. It is divided into four sections. In the case of the 
McGill copy, the sections could be placed at four, and may be litera- 
ture, art, science and history. 

Societies which already exist at McGill could consolidate or af- 
filiate into the Royal Society of McGill, or whatever it may be 
called. Those dealing with history in a large way could be members 
of the Historical section; those having to do with science could join 
that section, while the rest could join the Literature section or the 
Arts section. 

i " When, after the Royal Society had been formed, an attempt 
Was made to create new societies, it would first be decided by those 
in authority whether some other already existing society could not 
extend its borders to include the subject desired. If so, that society 
itself could be subdivided into one section dealing with the subject de- 
•ired and kindred topics, and a second dealing with the other. half 
of the original. 

1 All the sub-sections of this section could occasionally hold joint 
meetings, while different sections could sometimes meet together and 
there even might be a joint meeting of the whole society. 

When one examines closely into the workings of such a 
system, it comes to resemble wonderfully the present faculty system 
of teaching at McGill. When a new course is to be introduced, it is 
affiliated if possible with an existing course. It thus becomes a strong 
part of a larger whole. 

There is no doubt that there is clashing of interests in the Mc- 
Gill Undergraduate societies at the present day. There is no doubt 
also that a broad field of learning is not yet touched by McGill 
societies. 



EDITORIAL NOTES 

The suggestion in the correspondence column under the caption 
**A Gate Beautiful," is well worthy of consideration, and Mr. Liv- 
inson seems to want all sides to be discussed. 



The Daily has a right to possess a rather high opinion of the 
McGill Undergraduate body, except in the matter of Theatre 
Night. They are helping us out in the football team souvenir 
fund, and to-day a large proportion of the "Round About the Col- 
jege" is contributed. 

In the Daily's account of the Theatre Night, the name of the 
year '16 in Medicine was substituted for that of '17 in the proces- 
sion article, while, where it was stated that the juniors had partici- 
pated in the nightmare performances at the Princess, it should have 
been written "some juniors." The report was otherwise accurate. 



The disgrace of Theatre Night was not the damage done. It 
.•was the indication it pointed to, of a state of rowdyism which seems 
to underlie the normal condition of many students. It was these men 
who made the crush at refreshment tables at the Y.M.C.A. — R.V. 
C. Conversazione. They attempted to interrupt the dance at the 
Union after the Princess Theatre performance, and they succeeded 
in very well ruining the repast at Molson's Hall. The letter in 
' to-day's correspondence from R.V.C. is expressive of the attitude 
of the co-eds on the question. But the blame should not rest on the 
vast majority of the undergrads, save that they "followed the lead- 
er.

Apostle of the Soul 

Struggles Vainly Against the Mystery of Life and Death

In this book hia reflection* approach 
nearer to dally life than tn any i of 
tlw others. Ho insists, with an al- 
most stoical appraran.ee, that tho saffe 
muat bo happy. But hla theory I» 
muoh gentler than that of tho stoics, 
he muBt render others happy also, life 
must not only be passed tn depths of 
thought, "Qu'Mt-co qu'une perjee pro- 
fonde qui n'apporte aucun reconfort." 
In "Le Treaot" he was too apt to think 
only of tho Inner man, ho' would say 
tho action may be beautiful, but If It 
Is not Inspired from a beautiful soul 
It count* for nothing, while a terrible 
sinner may have more true beauty in 
him. Now ho seems to bo realizing 
that life. must be at harmony between 
tho soul and the works. Finally, how 
are we ,'to get this, beautiful nuallty? 
And here' again we sco the keynote of 
Maeterlinck's mind "L'amour alimente 
ta./ sagesse, et la xagesso alimente 
lVmour," "Aimez et vous deviendrez 
sage." 

A few years afterwards he' wrote 
two more philosophic discussions "La 
Doublo Jardin" and "l,p Templo Kn- 
seyell." In these ho Is still restlessly 
seeking for the key to tho mystery of 
human llfo It is true ho has thrown 
off tho burden of destiny, but that does 
not explain matters. Ho has not yet 
attained the inllnito either in these 
books, or in tho ' Bluebird." One pas- 
sago possesses special Interest, ns fore- 
shadowing the quest of tho Bluebird. 
"Let us unwearledly," he says, "follow 
each path that leads from our con- 
sciousness to our unconsciousness. Wo 
shall thus succeed in hewing some 
kind of track through the grwu and 
as yet impassable roads that lead from 
the seen to the unseen, from man to 
God, from the individual to the uni- 
verse. At tho end of these lies hidden 
tho general secret of life." What we 
should especially consider, however, In 
connection with "Lo Doublo Jardin" Is 
tho development of his ideas of the 
theatre. In his essay in Le Trésor des 
Humbles, entitled "The Tragical in 
Daily Life," he hns pleaded for a static 
theatre, where the actors shall be unsh- 
ed further back, and the mind appear. 
His plays ho wishes to bo mere psycho- 
logical studies of tho development of 
a mind, aH shown in their words, not 
actions. And this Is exactly what we 
find In his early plays, there is no more 
action than is necessary to carry out 
the reflexions. This is Indeed mnst im- 
pressive In his little one-act dramas, 
but when you set to longer plays, il 
is raUicr apt to draff. In one wuy Hits 
is a ' tendency towards realism. What 
he aslu for Is "No longer a violent 
exceptional moment of life— it is life 
Itself." By the tlmo he reaches "Le 
I Doublo Jardin," however, he. realize 
that this Inaction, these reflections, are 
Incompatible with the demanda of the

"1 do 
not ask that they shall reveal the 
secret of the universe; • It would be 
Impossible," and as a result he seems 
to bo getting less mystic,, and with 
this his style seems to differ: it Is loss 
illusive, has moro tho nature of a «Uni, 
judloluus rovl.iw of facts, very different 
from the throbbing llro of his earlier 
books. Wo feel, as ho himself put- It, 
that "he has passed mld-ltfo .and has) 
oomo to the end of tho wondering 
period. Tills, however. Is a very Ion» 
jump forward. We must still consider 
his two charming little quasl-scleutlllc 
books. "The Life or the Bee," and "The 
Tntolligonco of the Flowers." In the 
"Life of tho Bee" ho gives us, not a 
scientific treatlso on tho keeping; of 
heesi but a dramatic study of their 
«oclaJ life.. He begins with "La re- 
nonciation héroïque .de I'cssaln," then 
"La fondation do la cité," where he 
exclaims ;\vlth real admiration, "A'l- 
mlrona encore le courage qu'il leur 
faut recommencer - la vie dans lo di- 
sert ou les voila tombées." Then, af- 
ter a delightful study of their llfo and 
the care of tho younjr, ho describes 
with the greatest force, "I*ps prodi- 
gieuses noces, le.s plus féeriques quo 
nous puissions rêver azurée* et tra- 
giques, solitaire* et infinies." These 
are followed by the terrible tragedy of 
tho massacra of the -males, and then 
he says, with a sigh, "Les grands fetes 
et les grands il ni in iw sont passées." 
What mukes this book so delightful Is 
not only tho keen enthusiasm of this 
poet, writing not from the study, but 
from the midst of his hives, speaking 
only from his personal observations—It 
is not only this, it Is also the poetry 
of his descriptions. Take for example 
In his description of "Lea .Voces," 
whero ho reaches his 'greatest force, 
"Lorsque midi déploie Jusqu'aux eon- 
tins du ciel ses grandes ailes bleues 



hmvt «ern how bis philosophic Ideas 
take l lu- li color from the writings of 
the stoics and neoplatonlatH. Kvm so 
his dmninf can l>o trarrd to his n-.ul- 
Itigv. His ono-act plays show the In- 
fluence of IVx>. "La IMncesse Ma- 
lelne" is a sort of general conglomera- 
tion of Hhakeautaxo. "Peltaas and 
Mellsand" found a suggestion In Dante, 
"Monnu Vanna" owes its debt to 
Browning's "Luria," and "Joyzclle," 
bears striking resemblance to "The 
Tempest;" Merlin,, tho seer, foresees 
the future through his familiar spirit, 
A Hello, and determines to play tho role 
of destiny to secure happiness for his 
son, Lanceur. Joyzello loves I^anceor 
with a human and most ardent pas- 
sion, and 'undergoes all sorts of tests 
to secure him, oven prepared for crlm 
though fate here Intervenes, and the 
Play ends happily. But In spite of the 
fact that In Joyzclle love Is freed from 
tho thralls of Destiny, you can hardly 
call It a very human play, that Is re- 
served for tho play of "Monna Vanna. 

In this story wo trace the noble aelf- 
sncrttlce of its heroine, who gives her 
self up to save the lives of tho Inhabit 
atits of her town, Pisa, which has long 
been besieged by the army of Florence. 
The leader of the- Florentines, with an 
equal nobility, returns her, unharmed, 
but her husband refuses to believe In 
her Innocence, so, she tiles with the 
Florentine, Henderson characterizes 
this as "no fourth-dlmenslonal drama 
of the spirit, plnnaoled dim In tho in- 
tense wave, but a drama of flesh and 
blood, of heart us well as of soul 
.Monna Vanna Is the ajiotheosls of 
womanhood, displaying In herself the 
glorious struggle of tho Ideal morality 
against the purely human passions of 
daily life. 

And now finally we come to . tho 
Bluebird, and though we have not time 
to spend upon It. all the thought which 
Is Us due. we should discuss It In more 
detail than any of the others, for 
it seems to be the crowning and sum 
mjng up of all the beautiful ideas that 
have gone before. They seem to ' be 
mutually supplementary, so that we 
cannot truly appreciate the Bluebird 
till we have realized In some small 
degree the anguish through which his 
soul has passed, the depths- In which 
It was sunk before it attained these 
heights, and equally we cannot get 
full enjoyment out of his earlier writ- 
ings till wo have seen the noble end 
to which they lead. It has been stated 
of Maeterlinck's work, "The Bluebird' 
is charming, all the rest is mere pif- 
fle." Olio rather gasps at this broad 
statement, but from It one can extract 
tho germ o:' truth. TJie Bluebird un- 
doubtedly Is the sanest. In all the oth 
crs he seems struggling in a thick

In 
his discussion of the flowers tills Idea 
is much more elaborated.- He again 
describes with tho greatest force the

I suppose everybody knows the story 
of tho Bluebird, but it cannot be told 
tun often. The little peasant children. 
Tyltyl and Mytyl set out on Christ- 
inas Eve to find the Bluebird, the 
secret of perfect wisdom and happin- 
ess, for the sick daughter of the fnlry 
Berylunc, Tyltyl Is jirmcd with a dia- 
mond by nu-ans of which he can see 
the soul of everything, and they are 
accompanied by the dog Tylo. who 1« 
ever faithful, the cat Tylctle, the 
fawning hypocrite, and the souls of 
various household articles such as 
Bread, Sugar, l'Ire, Water. Mills, and 
above all by Light, the luminous mai- 
den of incomparable beauty, who 
guides litem everywhere. First of all 
they limite their way to the "Land of 
I Memory," where those whom wo con- 
sider dead are sleeping, only awaken-

what they are going to do. This ' 
not so noticeable where, as In his ea. 
er plays, they do not do anything, but 
later, when action enters, It sometimes 
Incomes amusing. 

Before leaving his philosophic writ- 
ings, I think we must touch on his 
last contributions. Slrico tho .appear- 
ance of the "Bluebird" he has written, 
so far ns I have been able to discover, 
only two books, one on "JJ.'ath"— you 
seo he is still following the same lines 
— which I am told Is very beautiful and 
wonderful, full of new 'and suggestive 
Ideas, but I havo been unablo to ex- 
amine It: and another, a short article 
on "Life After Death," which appeared 
this year. This, I must confess, I 
found 'rather disappointing. Of course, 
the "Bluebird" was so wonderful that 
one is apt to feel that anything after 
must be a retrogression. But what 
seemed to hio was missing was tho 
spiritual note. Maeterlinck seems to 
be turning from poetry to science to 
solvo his difficulties. Yet we must ad- 
mit that this is a science hovering on 
the border line. He Is try ing by means 
of spiritualists and mediums to din- 
cover what will become of the soul af- 
ter death. Ho Is perfectly ready to 
accept the miraculous. There are so 
mnny miracles in dully life, that they 
never surprise him. But this Is a very 
cautious and logical discussion of the 
question. He refuses to accept as re- 
velation anything that might bo due 
to tiomcthlng else "before leaving the 
torrential plane. It is wise and neces- 
sary to exhaust all tho suppositions, 
all the explanations thero to bo dis- 
covered." Ho he prefers lo attribute 
all the discoveries so far made either 
to the previous knowledge of the me- 
dium or tu mental telepathy, in which 
he believes most strongly. Ho finds 
the results most disappointing. Thero 
Is no revelation of the mysteries of the 
unseen, and as he says, "Of what use 
Is It to die. If all life's trivialities con- 
tinue?" He still clings to the Idea 
that tho dead explore an Infinity, 
theroforc he rejects the Iden of trans- 
migration of souls. He still Is pon- 
dering pver the mystery, of life; still 
Is baffled by< IL- . ' . ,, . .

This Is exactly the attitude 
which we find in the forest scene | n 
the "Bluebird." This book Is also no- 
ticeable for displaying a lightness of 
touch and a upright llncsa of tone which 
wo find In none of his earlier works, 
and there is also, for the first time, I 
think, a development of that admir- 
able and saving quality, a sense of hu- 
mor. There Is, of course, an occa- 
sional serious touch, as where lie says; 
"I envied tho gladness of his (the 
dog's) certainty, compared It with the 
destiny or man, still plunged on every 
side In durknnns, and said lo myself 
that tho dog who meets with a good 
master Is the happier of the two." 

Before proceeding to tho "Bluebird," 
we must for a few moments consider 
his later Dramas. Tho first of these 
wo can pass hurriedly over as of nol

Bluebird Maeterlinck has substituted 
a visit lo the Palace of Happiness, 
next door to Ihe Hall of the Miseries. 
First thuy see all the greaj luxuries, 
which, of course, know nothing of tho 
Bluebird. Then they see Tltc Happi- 
nesses, who all laugh at the Idea of 
Ms not knowing where the 1 Bluebird 1s 
but they are too eager to see Light to 
tell them -anything about It, 

Tho children think perhaps it will be 
In the cemetery, they stand terrlfllcd 
amongst the. graves, till suddenly the 
Dawn appears, and then "from all the 
fraping tombs thero rises gradually 
an efflorescence at first frail and timid 
then white and virginal and more and 
more tufty, more and more tall and 
beautiful and marvellous. Little by 
little. Irresistibly It transforms the 
graveyard Into a sort of fairy-like and 
nuptial garden. Stunned and dazzled, 
Mytyl asks, "Where are the dead?'' 
and with a sudden Inspiration Tyltyl 
replies, "There arc no dead." 

Last of all the children go to seek 
the Bluebird In the Kingdom of the 
Future. A glorious kingdom bathed 
in blue light, and everywhere num- 
bers of azure-clad children wander- 
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shows another step towards the hu- 
manizing, If I may so put It of 
his drama, an attempt to carry out the 
theories expressed In "Le Doublo Jar- 
din." Then, too, there is "Mary Mag- 
dalene," where Matcrllnck has the dé- 
licat» tact not to Introduce the figure 
of Our Lord, but which draws too near 
His power to be a justifiable subject 
for drama. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing of these plays to modern Cana- 
dians Is "Adrian ne e.t Barbe-bletl," 
with Its delicate satiric touches on the 



children that are yet to bo born, each 
one busy at something Chat he brings 
down with him for his work In tho 
world. Home big fruits of a monstrous 
size, such as they will bo when he 
lives, others arc to bring Justice, while 
others again bring nothing but a great 
sickness or a great crime. Then Fa- 
ther Time arrives with his boat, and 
collects his load with great confusion. 
Amongst them Is the "one honest man, 
only one, that the world wants as a
